New York, Sept. 16. — Resting In 


flag-shrouded caskets, cohered with 
masses of flowers, and guarded hy 
armed men ot a friendly foreign na- 
tion, the bodies Of Commander Ixnvts 
H. Maxfictd and 14 of his comrades, 
victims of the ZR-2 disaster, Arrived 
home today on the British cruiser 
Dauntless. 


It was a far different home coming 


than the victims hud anticipated when 
they sailed several months neo for 
England to prepare and bring bock 
the monster dirigible, the disaster 
which on a trial flight scut 43 bcrolc 
men of two nations to tbolr untimely 
death. 


Far out at sea, the Dauntless was 


met by a destroyer division of the 
United States navy. As it neared the 
coast, the escort was augmented by a 
fleet of seaplanes, vepresentlng 
the 


arm of the service for which the vic- 
tims gave their lives. As the funeral 
ship came up the harbor, the 
forts 


thundered a salute, church bells tolled 
on the Brooklyn and Staten. Island 
shores, and passing craft dipped their 
colors in reverential salute. 


Bodies Removed From Ship. 


The Dauntless proceeded directly to 


the navy yard 
in Brooklyn, where 


British sailors carried the 
bodies 


from the deck of their craft and de- 
livered them to the keeping ot their 
former comrades-in-arms on the pier. 
Tonight, the flag-draped caskets were 
under the watchful eyes of a guard of 
honor in the yard chapel, where to- 
morrow they will 
be rendered the 


honor that the navy pays to its heroic 
dead. 
The 35 caskets, each draped In an 


American nag, were carried on -what 
la known as the after-superstructure 
deck of the Dauntless. 
A monster 


gun, 
Its muzzle shrouded in funeral 


colors( stretched over the bodies, ar- 
ranged tn three rows 
on the 
war 
craft's deck, 


On the deck as the vessel was 


warped Into its plnr, stood ai'n.ad sen- 
tries with heads bowed and arms re- 
versed. Forward of the platform was 
a non-commissioned officer, and aft 
an officer in full dress uniform hav- 
ing a rank eq_uai to that of Command- 
er Maxfield- 
Both of these officers 


stood at attention with- heads uncov- 
ered, until the caskets "were 
finally 


removed front the ship. 


Silence Hans* Over Ship. 


On the decks of the cruiser, the 


entire crew ot 400, with the exception 
of those on duty, were drawn up at 
attention. On the Quarter deck was a 
guard of the Royal Marine tight In- 
fantry, standing rigid with reversed 
itrms. 
A silence, almost sepulchral in ef- 


fect, hung over the funeral ship as 
she proceeded up the harbor, Except 
for the barking of her guns, as they 
spoke 21 times in the usual salute of 
courtesy given by war craft entering 
a foreign port, the only noise was the 
swish of water at her bow, the occa- 
sional clanking of a chain, or a com- 
mand, given m muffled tones. 


As the Dauntless passed Quarantine, 


a navy tug carrying Captain C. M, 
Tozer, representing the secretary ot 
the navy, and Commander C. p. Rob- 
inson, representing the commandant 
of the New York navy yard, went 
alongside and the American officers 
climbed aboard. 


At the navy yard, 
the Dauntless 


berthed opposite the Brail Han battle- 
ship Minas Gereas. whose entire crew 
was standing at attention on dock. A 
company of bluejackets, and a. com- 
pany of marines acted as an escort to 
Commander Vogelgesang and his staff, 
who were waiting to receive the bodies.

iet authorities to furnish railway vars 
as hod been expected, had succeeded 
In getting the shipment started to- 
ward Moscow In fairly good time. 


Now, 
with the Volga, region soon 


to b* cut off from the rlvor trans- 
portation by the November freeze, the 
problem of saving the starving haa 
become Increasingly a race with win- 
ter. 


During the past few 
days,

freight cars have arrived

from Russia, but the American Re-

administration warehouses are 


beginning to be crammed with mil- 
lions of tons of milk, mountains of 
rice Backs, and heap* of bacon for 
the SUdefers who are separated from 
the desperately-needed food by hun- 
dreds of miles oC disorganized, ram- 
shackle railroads.

Ithaca, Sept. 16. — With everyone 


wondering when business Is going to 
••pick up' and a ptice »eco\ery will 
occur, a statement of the department 
of farm management at the state col- 
lege of agriculture here as to just what 
is meant by "price recovery," Is Of 
Interest. 
"Price recovery." It Is pointed out, 


does not mean that every product Is 
to rite in puce. The general price 
level Is said to rise when more prod- 
ucts aro rising in price than are fall- 
Ing 
The general expectation, then. 


\\ould be that prices which are now 
relatively high will fall fund that prices 
which are now ielati\Gly low will rise. 


Probably the be^t measure of the 


general price situation, the econom- 
sts sa>. Is the Wholesale Pticc Index 
for £20 Commodities, published by the 
United States Bureau of Labor. When 
the five-year average before thu war 
is considered at 100, the price let el 
rose to 276 in May. 1920, To have 
purchased a miscellaneous collection 
of all kinds of commodities at "Whole- 
sale prices, it would have required 
$2.76 to buy as much as could have 
been purchased before thp war for

When prices rise verj rapidly, they

When the tide turns, 
they are amply supplied with things 
so that they can go without for some 
time. They then refrain from buvlns 
so long ns prices are high, pnitjy be- 
cause they are already stocked with 
goods, and partl.v because they think 
things wl!l he cheaper, later. As a
